Thomas Molineaux, who has teen called the danger- 
ous opponent of Cribb, is certainly worth a space in 
this series of stories. Unknown and without friends 
had been tried in Virginia where he was born. He was 
self-confident at any rate, and had great faith in his 
ability to hol1 his own with tue best men the world 
could produce. Immediately upon his arrival in Lon- 
don he made the rounds of the more prominent sport- 
ing houses and challenged any one who had the temer- 
ity to face him. 

Не was first tried out witha Bristol man whose name 
has been forgotten, and the encounter took place on 


July 14, 1810, The papers of that date had this to say 


about him. 

Тһе newly come American Black is a formidable fel- 
iow; in height five feet nine inches, his weight between 
thirteen and fourteen stone, his age twenty-six years, 
He was introduced under the auspices of his colored 
countryman, Bill Richmond, who seconded him, Tom 
Cribb waiting upon the Bristol man, who was a robust 
but rather clumsy fellow of six feet in height, weight 
not stated, The scene of the action was Tothill Fields. 
Тһе Bristol boxer was strong and gume, but beyond 
these qualities he was a poor specimen of the West 
CORES кіді, The black kept himself close, but 
seemed to have little idea of delivering at dis- 
tance. He merely flipped or hit at half arm, and 
when he struck kept his elbows close to his body. Tis 
style of infighting, however, was peculiar, and he 
caught his big antagonist so heavily and frequently in 
the body as to knock the wind out of him, and then 
began to practice upon his head so dexterously that мї 
the end of an hour of desperate milling, the Bristol 
man was compelled to give in, scarcely a feature іп 


ixtinguishuble, The two seconds, Cribb 


his face being 
and Richmond, had a quarrel concerning an alleged 
foul blow, and had a short, sharp turn-up, There was 
but one round, but that quite satisfied Richmond, who 
was too good a judge to take a thrashing for love, 
which he might soon have had, Although not 
the most expert boxer that ever oflered himself for 
pugilistic fame, Molineaux was considered а promis- 
ing chicken, and was immediately matched with Тош 


Blake, better known by the title of Tom Tough, who 


was at this time forty years of age. 

‘Tuesday, Aug, 21, 1810, was the day fixed, and the 
spot where Richmond and Maddox last contended was 
agreed upon, on the coast about four miles from 
Margate, and two from Reculvers, At an early hour 
every vehicle was in motion to gain the goal of sport, 
and at one o'clock Blake came in dashing style, seated 
in an honorable baronet’s barouche, with his seconds 
‘Tom Cribb and Bill Gibbons. А ring was formed, and

Round 8—This was the last round, Molineaux began 
us furiously as in the sixth, Blake retreated, but was 
forced to rally to extricate himself from the iron grasp 
of his adversary. He put in a successful hit on Molin- 
head that it laid bim to sleep for some time. 

The time having expired, Blake was still insensible, 
and accordingly Molineaux was acknowledged the 


victor. 


Encouraged by Bill Richmond, and patronized by 


some of the leading sporting men of the day, Molineaux 


declared he was after the championship, His mind 
was set on meeting Cribb, and on many occasions һе 


showed to admiring throngs how he would serve the 


champion if he ever got him in the ring, Finally a 
match was made for 200 guineas, the event to come off 
on Dec. 18, 1810, The story of the battle has been told | 
in the memoirs of Cribb. Three days later he again 
challenged Cribb. 

About this time, Bob Gregson, who had been doing 
considerable matchmaking, and who was looking after 


the interests of a Lancashire man named Rimmer, 
issued a challenge to Molineaux, and a fight was nr- 
ranged for May 21, 1811, at Mousl( 
were ready the betting on the Black was three to one.

At this time the ring was broken; peers, ploughmen, 
fighting шеп, chimney sweepers, costermongers, were 
all in one tumultuous uproar, which continued for at 
least twenty minutes without any reuson being ussign- 
able. At length, however, by the exertions of Cribb 
and others, the ring was restored and the combatants, 
who had neither left the ring were again set-to, but 
greatly to the discomfiture of Rimmer who could bard- 
ly stand, 
tremendous blows and then gave in. 


During the time he received about ten more 
Rimmer dis- 
played greet courage: he had an unfortunate knack of 
giving tás head when he hit, and appeared to be timid 
towards his adversary by which error many blows fell 
short. 

From tlds time on по pugilist seemed anxious to 
fight the Virginian, nor could he get on another battle 
with Cril who had publicly announced his retirement 
from the ring, until Tom was called upon by public 
sentiment to “prevent the championship of England 
from being held by a foreigner.” So it happened that 
Molineaux once again entered the ring with the 
champion at Thistleton Gap, Leicestershire, Sept. 28, 
1811, where he was finished in twenty minutes. 

Molineaux’s course from this time was a downward

He was also a good wrestler and at the Exeter meet- 
ing on July 27, 1812, he entered himself for the public 
prize of ten guineas, but all пе got was a fearfal full 
from John Snow, of Moreton. 

The following is reprinted from the Leicester Mer- 
cury, of Feb. 8, 1813: 

“Тау. the pugilist, has challenged 
fight at any notice he may please, but Blackey re- 
mains both deaf and dumb to this challenge, as he did

to Cribb’s immediate acceptance of a vaunting chal- 
lenge to him. ‘The champion promises him a love 
dressing for his bounce if he should be prevailed upon 
to come to London.” 

Here is what Molineanx answered: 

LEICESTER, Feb. 10, 1813, 

“I, the said Molineaux, do declare that 1 never re- 
ceived any challenge but through the mediam of your 
print; but I am ready to fight Jay any place within tlie 
County of Leicester, for а sum not exceeding £200, if 
accepted within one month of the above date.

Cribb, I do declare that I sent him a challenge within 
two months, but I bave received noanswer; my friends 
being mentioned in the challenge, who would back me 
to any amount, and that I have not received any chal- 
lenge from Cribb since I last fought him,

+ impression, Не is quick on his feet and seems to have 
a fair knowledge of the art of boxing, although he did 
not get much chance to show how much he knew of 
the game, us there was practically no one in front of 
him during most of the contest, Barry being little more 
than a punching bag, and all that could be said for the 
latter is that be showed himself to be game and willing 
to take his medicine. Just after the men had shaken

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hands Kauffman landed a short right-hand chopping 
blow on Barry’sjaw. It staggered Dave and he was 
wabbly for a few seconds, and it is likely that the blow 
made him groggy for the rest of the bout, as it was a 
pretty hard rap. Kauffman punched Barry all over 
the ring, but he could not get to the right spot, and by 
clinching and stalling Barry managed to stay the 
round out. 

In the second round Kauffman knocked Barry down 
four times and the bell saved him at the end of the 
round. In the third round Kauffman sent Barry down 
with a rap on the jaw and Jack Curley, who was band- 
ling him, threw the sponge into the ring in token of 
defeat, and Referee Johnny Eckhart stopped the bout. 

‘The preliminary bouts were all good. Eddie Bailey 
stopped Eddie Ward in four rounds, Cbarley Harvey 


and Yank Schwartz boxed a draw, as did also Jimmy 
Livingstone and Hughey McCain, Charley Miller beat 
Young Farrell, of Tacony. 


TIM STILL CLEVER. 


‘Tim Callahan, the Philadelphia boxer, made his re- 
appearance іп the ring after a long period, at tue Spring 
Garden A. C,, in Philadelphia, on Oct. 7, in a bout with 
Billy Willis, Tim was slow, but he bas lost none of 
his cleverness, and he picked his openings with а won- 
derfully good eye. 

The first three rounds were tame. The fourth was 
Callahan's by a big margin.

—TO ANNEX THE TITLE OF BRITISH CHAMPION— 


TO FIGHT GUNNER MOIR 


Looks Like an Easy Proposition for the Ganadian, Judged 
by what Foreign Fighters have Recently Done. 


WEEKS WILL TRY TO WREST TITLE FROM ATTELL 


Al Kauffman Bears all the Earmarks of a Coming Champion---John L. Sullivan 
Scores Californians---Magistrates Versus Police in New York. 


Tommy Burns was in New York last week 
on his way to England, where he is matched to fight 
Gunner Moir during the latter part of November be- 
fore the National Sporting Club of London, and the 
contention is made that the title of heavyweight chum- 
pion of the world will be determined. ‘They will divide 
a purse of about $5,500, The men will go twenty rounds, 
and the winner will take about $4,000 of the purse, 
while the loser will get about $1,500. Burns said that 
he wanted to spend at least four weeks in England be- 
fore the fight so that he might become acclimated. He 
is already in good condition, but he will complete his 
training on English soil. 

Burns received $500 before he left California and 8500 
more for training expenses when he reaches England. 

Moir, it is understood, will go into training at once, 
не has never been out of condition, because he has 
been at work with George Hackenschmidt in wrestling 
exhibitions, and has recently been giving sparring ex- 
hibitions in the London concert halls. He will not re- 
quire much work to prepare himself for the contest. 

It has been difficult to bring Burns to terms for the 
match, He at first demanded a guarantee of 85,000. 
‘Then he made a proposition of $4,000. But Peggy Bet- 
tinson, manager of the National Sporting Club, firmly 

refused to make any guarantee at. all. Не made а 
proposition for the division of the purse for the winner 
and loser, which was finally accepted by Burns.

Tom McCarey, the fight promoter, of Los 
Angeles, Cal., has another championship match—a 
real fight for a title within the weights that the class 
calls for. He will bring together Freddie Weeks, of 
Cripple Creek, and Abe Attell, the featherweight chum- 
pion. Efforts bave been made for many months to 
match these two, but they have failed. At one time 
Weeks’ manager deposited $1,000 їп а Cripple Creek 
bank which was to be given to Attell for going to the 
Colorado camp to meet Weeks. He was to receive 
that amount regardless of the purse. But Abe refused 
to go to a city so high in the air. He knew that he 
could not do himself justice in such a climate. The 
tight, though, between little men under 124 pounds, 
will be one of the most interesting and scientific that 
could be brought off in the country.

Now that the baseball championship games are over 
we begin to take some post-season interest in the men 
who made the year a memorable one in the game’s 
history. 

Al Orth, of the Yankees, сап be accorded the high 
position without a murmur of disapproval of being the 
headiest pitcher now playing baseball, Al is famous 
for his knowledge of batters and his ability to pitch the 
ball just where the batsman doesn’t want it. He 
doesn’t carry в tab on which is written all he knows of 
opposing batsmen, аз some pitchers have been known 
to do, but he keeps right in his shrewd noddle all һе 
needs to puzzle the other fellows. 

If Clark Griffith was now pitching he would be the 
one selected as the headiest pitcher. 

The pitcher who has the best and biggest curve ball 
is Leon Ames, of the Giants. Leon, when at his best, 
can make the ball talk. He has a very wide out curve, 
but relies mostly on his drop, which has a bigger break 
than even Christy Mathewson’s famous “tadeaway.’” 

For control “Bad Bill” Donovan, of the Detroits, has 
surely earned the reputation this season of having tet- 
ter control than any pitcher in the big leagues. His 
work in that historical seventeen-inning game recently 
in Philadelphia stamped him as а wonder. Twice dur- 
ing that game Bill had three balls and no strikes called 
оп him, with the bases full both times, still he put the 
next three balls over and landed his man. 

Аз for speed, Smith, of the White Sox, is credited 
with being a second Amos Rusie. the “ Hoosier 
Cyclone.” Addie Joss, of the Clevelands, is a close 
second to Smith, if not fully up to the speedy White 
Sox.

KENNEY WAS THERE. 


Young Kenney, the Lawrence, Mass., lightweight, 
surprised the Philadelphia fight fans at the National 
A. C., Philadelphia, on Oct. 12, when he bested Young 
Erne in a six round argument, Kenney was fast in 
spots, but he had a wicked right swing that he sent 
over to Erne’s face quite often. Erne led the first 
two rounds, Kenney rushing, but Erne used both hands 
to the face and met Kenney’s with rights to the body. 
In the second round Kenney got а straight left to the 
face and Erne became faster with both hands again 
sending them to the face and body. Kenney’s swings 
to the head and neck in the third enraged Erne who 
rushed Kenney to the ropes, but no harm was done. 

Kenney did better still in the fourth and had the 
better of some rather warm exchanges, and when the 
bell rang they were mixing it up well. Tn the last two 
rounds Kenney again sent his left to the face. They 
missed it well at close quarters and Erne rushed Ken- 
ney to the ropes when the latter fought back hard send- 
ing another wicked right swing to Erne’s neck. 

‘The semi wind-up was between Jack Fitzgerald of 
West Philadelphia and Walter Stanton, of Frisco. It 
was a hard bout but appeared slow because they were 
big fellows and would not get around like bantams but 
there was lots of steam behind each and every punch. 
Stanton fought at long range and frequently landed on 
Fitz’s face, which the West Philadelphian did not 
seem to mind abit; none of the blows seemed to phaze 
him. Fitz paid particular attention to Stanton's body 
and the latter far from relished Jack’s short arm 
punches, Several times during the bout Stanton 
doubled up under Fitz’s onslaught and he plainly 
showed that the punches hurt. It was а good draw. 


SOME 1907 BASEBALL STATISTICS 


All major league records for shut-outs were broken 
in the National League this year, with а total of 153. 
‘The innovation introduced by the old league this year 
reducing the second half of а double-header to seven 
innings or less was responsible for some of these record- 
breaking shut-onts, as sixteen of them were of seven 
innings’ duration or less, and occurred in the last third 
of the season, after the curtailed double-headers began. 
Without that increment, however, the number of shut- 
outs would һауе been unusual in the National League, 
for in the season of 1906 there were only 104 of them, 
and in 1905 only 87. 

Chicago won thirty-one out of forty-four shut-out 
games in which the club took part, handing the 
Phillies the largest number—eight—while the Phillies 
only got back at Chances men twice. 

Thé Phillies won sixteen shut-out games and lost 
seventeen. 

There have been forty-two games with 1-0 scores, 
MeGinnity having the distinction of winning the 
longest of them, when he beat Cincinnati in twelve 
іпбіп в оп May 13. 

Two no-hit games were pitched this year—by 
Pfeffer, of Boston, against Cincinnati, оп May 1, and 
Maddox, of Pittsburg, against Brooklyn, on Sept. 20. 
sorridon, Pittinger, Sparks and Moren, of the Phil- 
lies, each pitched a one-hit game. There were only two 
other one-hit games all season, опе by Fraser, of Chi- 
cago; and the other by Camnitz, of Pittsburg. 

‘The largest score of the season was made by Pittsburg 
when they beat New York 20 to 5 оп Aug. 22. 

Inthe American League there were fewer shut-outs 
this year than last, the total being 132. The Athletics 
won 26 and lost 12 shut-out games. Plank pitched nine 
shut-outs, Waddell six, Dygert five, Bender four, 
Coombs one, Vickers one. 

‘There were па no-hit games in the American League. 
Of the seven one-hit games Dygert pitched one. 

‘The largest number of hits made in a game this sea- 
son was the Boston Americans 2, off Thielman, of 
Cleveland, on Aug, 1.
